Four Soviet Campers Search 
Far for Enough to Cover

MOSCOw, July 30.—A story of

CIRCUIT JUDGE’S 
INJUNCTION STANDS 


Charter Even Superior to 
Constitution of Missouri 
Insofar as Privileges Are 
Concerned.

JEFERSON CITY, July 30.—Tax 
exemption of Washington Univer- 

sity real estate is not limited to 
: property directly used for educa- 
tional purposes, the Supreme Court 
of Missouri held today, in affirming 
a Circuit Court decision which 
granted the university an injunction 
against collection of taxes on its 
investment realty in St. Louis. 

The Supreme Court, en banc, 
ruled that the university was en- 
titled to exemption on all its hold- 
ings. Its opinion was wrtiten by 
Judge George R. Ellison, with all 


other members concurring, except 
Judge James M. Douglas, who did 
not sit in the case. 

Reference was made in the opin- 
fon to a decision by the Supreme 
Court of the United States in 1869, 
which held that the university’s 
charter prevented taxation of its 
property. The university, today’s 
ruling said, had a charter of con- 
tractual nature, which could not, 
under the 1869 opinion, be imperiled 
by subsequent legislation. 


. ‘The charter, the Court continued, 

stands superior to the present tax 
law and Constitution of Missouri, 
insofar as they purport to destroy 
the university’s immunities and 
privileges. 


The injunction, issued by Circuit 
Judge James F. Green, April 23, 
1934, restrained the St. Louig Col- 
lector from offering for sale or at- 
' tempting to collect tax bills for 
$183,003 for 1932 on 62 pieces of 
property in the city, not used direct- 
ly for educational purposes. 


Edmond Koeln, Collector at the 
time the bills were issued, contend- 
ed that the property was taxable 
because it was used for commercial 
purposes. The university answered 
that the income from the property 
was employed in support of educa- 
tional activities. Assessed valua- 
tion of the property was $3,816,740. 

Chartered Feb. 22, 1853, as Eliot 
Seminary, the university assumed 
its present name in 1857. The char- 
ter, granting tax exemption of all 
the institution’s property, was is 
sued by the Legislature, which then 
had the power to make such grants. 
Large amounts of real estate were 
given the university in the past, 
much of it being warehouse and 
loft building property. 

It was thought that the force of 
the Supreme Court decision would 
apply to tax bills issued for subse- 
quent years. 


The last annual report of the 
Comptroller, for 1935-36, showed 
tax-exempt property of Washington 
University in the city as valued at 
$2,857,160. The tax on that assess 
ment, at the 1936 and 1937 rate, 
would be $79,143.

FEDERAL OLD AGE GRANTS 
TO ILLINOIS SUSPENDED 


Social Security Board Says State 
Bureau Is “Inefficient,” Must 


Be Reorganized. 
By the Associated Press. 


WASHINGTON, July 30. — The 
Social Security Board announced 
today it has suspended grants for 
old age assistance in Illinois “until 


such time as the administration of 
the old age assistance plan in that 
State substantially complies with 


‘the requirements of State and Fed- 


eral laws.” 
The board said it found the ad- 


ministration of aid to the aged in| 


Illinois “so inefficient as to require 
the board to withhold further Fed- 
eral grants.” 

The board said it was anxious to 
avoid suffering among the aged in 
the State and therefore has offered 


‘to help State officials reorganize 


the administration there “so as to 
meet the requirements of the law 
and to insure equitable treatment 
and regular assistance to the 
néedy.” 

The boar dhas granted more than 
$9,500,000 to the State since July 
1, 1936, when the old age assistance 
became effective. This matched a 
State appropriation for the care of 
approximately 115,000 needy per- 
sons, according to the board’s fig- 
ures.

Missouri Supreme Court 
Accepts State Commis- 
sion’s Base Figure for 


Rate-Making Purposes. 


By the Jefferson City Correspond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatch. 
JEFFERSON CITY, July 30.— 
The Missouri Supreme Court en 
banc affirmed today the State Pub- 
lic Service Commission’s valuation 
of the Laclede Gas Light Co. of St. 
Louis for rate making purposes at 
$39,000,000, upheld the commission 
in its contention that a reasonable 
rate of return was 6% per cent, and 
inferentially approved a 6 per cent 
rate reduction ordered Nov. 29, 1934. 
The case was remanded to the 
commission for re-examination of 
four minor points, which, the court 
said, would not affect the $39,000,000 
valuation by more than $236,000. 
The case had been pending in one 
form or another since 1927, the Su- 
preme Court having reversed the 
commission in November, 1931, and 
ordered a rehearing. The 1934 find- 


both by the company, which con- 
tended a fair valuation for rate 
purposes was $50,000,000 and that 
the rate of return should be 8 per 
cent, and by the St. Louis city law 
department which sought a valua- 
tion of $28,000,000 and a 6 per cent 
rate of return. 

6% Pct. Allowance “Sufficient.” 

Referring to the 6% per cent re- 
turn fixed by the commission as 
reasonable, the Court said: 

“In view of the prevailing inter- 
est rates at the time of the hear- 
ing and the predicted increase in 
revenues from some properties with 
improved economic conditions, we 
think the 6% per cent allowance is 
sufficient.” 


The rate-base valuation of the 
company in 1933 was $50,850,000, 
representing a $47,000,000 valuation 
of 1929 plus net plant additions. The 
commission, in 1929, held the com- 
pany was entitled to a 7% per cent 
return. 

In fixing valuation of the plant 
on the basis of reproduction less 
depreciation, the Court held the 
commission should have allowed 5 
per cent instead of 4 per cent for 
engineering and superintendence, a 
larger amount for taxes during con- 
struction, and a larger sum for ac- 
crued depreciation. 

Outlays for new equipment re- 
quired for mixing natural gas with 
manufactured gas should not be 
capitalized, the decision said, but 
should be charged to operating ex- 
pense and amortized over a num- 
ber of years, if necessary. The con- 
sumer, it was said, should not be 
required to continue to pay for the 
improvement. 

Rate Cut Money Impounded. 

Since the 6 per cent rate reduc- 


ing of the commission was appealed tion ordered Nov. 29, 1934, became 
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effective soon afterward, the 
amount representing the difference 
in rates has been impounded by the 
Cole County Circuit Court, for dis- 
tribution to St. Louis gas users if 
the Supreme Court’s decision was 
against the company. 

The amount on deposit in this 
fund in the Central Missouri Trust 
Co. at Jefferson City July 1 was 
$792,571. The Supreme Court made 
no direct mention of the rate reduc- 
tion in the decision but since all 
major rate factors were approved, 
the order of the commission like- 
wise was given implied approval. 

The opinion, written by Judge 
George Robb Ellison, was concurred 
in by all members of the court ex- 
cept Judge James M. Douglas, who

Many Realize Few Cents More, 
Following Sale — Amer- 
icans Lost $225,000,000.

NEW YORK, July 30.—The re- 
maining assets of the Internation- 
al Match Corporation—the Amer- 
ican keystone of Kreuger & Toll’s 
worldwide structure of monopolies 
and high finance—were sold at 
public auction by the Federal Ref- 
eree in Bankruptcy yesterday. 


Twenty-seven cents on the dol- 
lar to bondholders and creditors, 
and nothing for those who held 
around $150,000,000 in stock—this 1s 
the record to date, and there will 
be only a few cents more, if there 
is any more. 

Assets sold before by Referee 
Oscar W. Ehrhorn brought $8;246,- 
000. With a previous liquidating 
dividend paid out by the Interna- 
tional Match Liquidating Corpora- 
tion, the total was brought to 27 
per cent. 

The total claims against the 
match corporation were placed in 
the Federal courts at $100,000,000, 
this including bonds of around 
$95,000,000. The stockholders had 
no claim. 

All that is left for the creditors 
to realize upon is 100 shares of

stock of the Vulcan Match Co. 
and a claim against the United 
States Government for a refund on 
income taxes paid by the company 
amounting to $2,109,000. 

The total loss to American in- 
vestors in the match corporation— 
a Delaware company organized in 
1923—was around $225,000,000. 

This, however, was by no means 
the whole of the millions lost by 
those who invested in the enter- 
prises of Ivar Kreuger, the one-time 
construction boss and later the 
match king of the world, who 
committed suicide in his Paris 
apartment in March, 1932. 

The liquidation of Kreuger & 
Toll—the parent company, which 
was reorganized in 1911 as a fi- 
nance and holding corporation, aft- 
er its first beginning in 1903 as a 
construction firm in Stockholm— 
is still in process. Of the $47,600,- 
000 invested in Kreuger & Toll de- 
bentures, all but between 10 and 
15 per cent was held in this coun- 
try. So far, only $9,500,000 has been 
realized by the Krutoll Realization 


Corporation, which was organized 
to liquidate the Swedish financier’s 
top holding concern.

ANOTHER ROBBER RAID BY JAPAN. 


A war of major proportions, undeclared but still 
a war, with all the horrors made possible by modern 
military equipment, rages today in North China. In 
addition to battles between bodies of troops, the 
conflict has been extended to the civilian population. 
Peiping, ancient capital of China, has fallen, seem- 
ingly as a result of the treachery and intrigue for 
which the Orient is notorious. Tientsin, a commer- 
cial metropolis, has been bombed from the air, with 
heavy loss of noncombatant lives and much de- 
struction of principal buildings. After withdrawals 
in some sectors, Chinese forces continue to offer en- 
ergetic resistance around Tientsin. 

Stripped to its essentials, the issue is the ambition 
of the Japanese militarists to win control of China. 
Japan’s protestations about “treaty rights” and “pro- 
vocative actions” and “China’s challenging attitude” 
are simply so much camouflage. The conquest of 
two more Chinese provinces, Hopei and Chahar, has 
been cold-bloodedly undertaken, through aggressive 
action launched by Japanese Generals without the 
knowledge of the civilian Government at home. 

Japan’s pleadings seek to make a case of self-de- 
fense before the world. But the cold fact is that 
Japanese troops are in Chinese territory, where they 
have no legal or moral right to be. 

All this is a callous violation of treaty obligations 
on the part of Japan, which the cleverest persuasions 
of diplomacy cannot wipe out. Japan is a party to 
the nine-Power Treaty, ratified in 1922, and solemnly 
promised: 


To respect the sovereignty, the independence 
and the territorid] and administrative integrity of 
China; 

To provide the fullest and most unembarrassed 
opportunity to China to develop and maintain for 
herself an effective and stable government; 

To use (her) influence for the purpose of ef- 
fectually establishing and maintaining the prin- 
ciple of equal opportunity for the commerce of 
all nations throughout the territory of China;

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THE TAX RATE HERE AND ELSEWHERE. 

If real estate taxes were excessively high in St. 
Louis, there might be some reason for the total of 
$11,336,170 in past-due taxes and penalties which 
now show on the city’s books. 
St. Louis are not high, compared with other large 
cities over the nation. 

Our authority for this statement is a comprehen- 
sive tax survey published in the December issue of 
the National Municipal Review. 
the legal rate of assessment of real estate in each 
city in the country, and also an estimate of the 
actually prevailing rate of assessment, as contrasted 
with the legal one. 
on real property in each city, and in the adjoining 
column it gives the “net adjusted” rate, which is the 
published rate adjusted to show what it would be if 
real estate in each city were actually assessed at its 
full, present-day value.

Thus, in St. Louis, the legal rate of assessment is 
100 per cent of full value, and the estimated actual 
rate is 85 per cent.

philosophies or conceptions for dealing 
with the policy to be followed by the 
Government of the United States. 

The first and oldest is set forth by Edwin 
Borchard and William P. Lage in their book, 
“Neutrality for the United States” (Yale 
University Press, 1937). These authors take 
the position that the Wilson administration 
was never really neutral from the outbreak 
of the World War, that it failed to stand 
firmly on the recognized principles of in- 
ternational law relative to neutrality, that 
it conceded practically every point of viola- 
tion to the Entente Allies, and that it thus 
dragged the country into the war. 

At the same time, they assume that if 
the Wilson administration had stood firmly 
on the principles of international law in the 
matter of neutral rights, the United States 
would have stayed out of the war. 

Borchard and Lage set forth the rights of 
neutrals which the administration at Wash- 
ington might and should uphold in the pres- 
ence of war in Europe. To make these prin- 
ciples positive in terms of action, as dis- 
tinguished from legal rules, the administra- 
tion at Washington would (1) declare a 
paper blockade, that is, one not enforced 
by effective naval power stationed near 
blockaded ports, illegal and assert the right 
of Americans to send goods to such ports; 
(2) uphold the rights of belligerents to send 
their goods, if not destined to a blockaded 
port or not contraband, on neutral ships 
without interference; (3) uphold the right 
to send neutral goods, including American 
goods, anywhere, if they are not destined to 
a blockaded port or are not contraband of 
war; (4) uphold the right of American citi- 
zens to sell munitions to belligerents, sub- 
ject to the perils of capture as contraband. 

In other words, under the Borchard and 
Lage thesis, the Government of the United 
States should remain “neutral” and assert 
and insist upon such large rights to sell 
goods, including munitions, to belligerents. 
Whether or at what point they would have 
the Government of the United Statés go to 
war with a belligerent for gross violations 
of such American “rights of neutrals,” the 
authors do not make clear.

The second American thesis in respect of 
war in Europe is the one developed by 
President Wilson and his associates. It 
holds that the so-called rights of neutrals 
as recognized on the eve of the World War 
have been shot to pieces by the new tech- 
nology of warfare and demonstrated to be 
unenforceable. 

It holds that historic neutrality is impos- 
sible, that the United States will become in- 
volved in any general war waged in Europe, 
and that the only way to preserve peace is 
for the United States to join European Pow- 
ers in collective action against an aggressor 
or aggressors. Presumably, if such collec- 
tive action failed to stop an aggressor or 
aggressors, then the United States would be 
bound to employ its military and naval 
forces in beating down the offender or of- 
fenders in war. 

The third American thesis is that ad- 
vanced by the exponents of mandatory neu- 
trality—an act of Congress tying the hands

of the President and the State Department 
in advance. Such an act would (1) forbid 
the sale of munitions to belligerents, (2) 
forbid the sale of belligerents’ bonds, notes 
and securities in the United States: (3) for- 
bid Americans to travel on belligerent ships 
and in war zones, (4) restrict the sale of 
other than war goods to some “normal” 
level determined by the state of trade over 
a.term of years just before the outbreak of 
war, and (5) require belligerents to assume 
responsibility for all goods bought here after 
the goods have left American ports, 

This thesis rejects the idea that the people 
of the United States can infallibly pick the 
aggressor or aggressors, can impose democ- 
racy or any other form of social! morality 
on Europe, are morally responsible for what 
happens in Europe, will be able to maintain 
peace by collective action, and will gain 
their moral objectives, even if they do go 
to war in Europe. 


In respect to the situation in Europe, no 
one of these theses is now in effect the 
policy or law of the United States. The 
Neutrality Act, signed on May 1, 1937, does 
forbid the sale of munitions to belligerents 
and the floating of belligerent securities in 
the United States and does make belliger- 
ents and foreigners responsible for other 
goods after they have left American shores. 

These provisions are mandatory on the 
President when he finds a state of war ex- 
isting abroad or a civil strife of some given 
magnitude or conducted under conditions 
perilous to the peace of the United States. 
But far more significant is Section 2 of the 
Neutrality Act, which allows the President 
discretionary power to embargo “certain 
articles or materials in addition to arms, 
ammunition and implements of war.” 

In other words, the advocates of manda- 
tory neutrality were decisively beaten in the 
battle that culminated in the Neutrality Act. 
What Congress actually did was to give the 
President full powe: over American econom- 
ic resources in the conduct of his foreign 
policy, thus adding the weight of control 
over American economy to his power over 
diplomacy, the navy and the army. 

In the present state of things, then, (1) 
historic neutrality and neutral rights as de- 
scribed by Borchard and Lage have been 
“shot to pieces” and abandoned, and (2) all 
power of life and death over the American 
nation has been placed in the hands of the 
President and the State Department in the 
form they have been demanding for years. 

For example, when the Germans bom- 
barded Almeria, Senator Borah was report- 
ed to have exclaimed: “From all reports, an 
act of war has been committed. We should 
apply our neutrality law to all participants.” 

Certainly, under the act, President Roose- 
velt could do that very thing. He could 
“find” that Germany and Italy are at war 
with the loyalist Government of Spain and 
apply the provisions of the embargo to the 
belligerents—to Germany and Italy, as he 
has to the Madrid Government already,

ing hot and cold baths, Dr. Edward 
C. O’Brien, assistant hospital com- 
missioner, said to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter today. 

The baths or wet packs, known 
as hydrotherapy to _ professional 
men and women, are already long 
in use at City Sanitarium but have 
not been used in the observation 
ward at City Hospital because of 
lack of equipment. The new insti- 
tute, named for the late Dr. Mal- 
colm A. Bliss, noted neurologist, 
will replace the much-criticised 
observation ward. 

Discussed for more than 25 years, 
the hospital will not be ready for 
occupancy until March, 1939. In 
the meanwhile some of the crowd- 
edness at the observation ward has 
been lessened by the opening of two 
new wards at City Sanitarium. 

The institute will be primarily 
for the study of new insane and 
borderline cases. 
more complete study of each case 
in the hospital will mean fewer 
persons will have to be committed 
to the sanitarium. In recent years 
the sanitarium’s list of patients has 
grown steadily until today it is 
about 3500.

Accommodations for 185. 

The new building, six stories tall, 
will accommodate 185 patients with 
142 beds for white men, women and 
children and 43 for Negroes. These 
figures were decided upon after 
study of local population statistics 
by doctors working in the field 
of mental disease. The observation 
ward accommodates today an aver- 
age of 105 patients. 

The resident staff of about 10 
doctors will include a superintend- 
ent, possibly an assistant, a small 
visiting staff from City Hospital, 
several full-time psychiatrists and 


The institute will occupy the 
block north of City Hospital, bound- 
ed by Grattan street, Park avenue, 
Dillon and Carroll streets. It will] 
face Grattan and have a frontage 
of 437 feet. The ‘site, containing 
about two and a half acres, cost 
about $109,800. Bids for construc- 
tion will be opened Sept. 10. 

Two tunnels will connect 
building with City Hospital. The 
new structure will be “butterfly- 
shaped” to provide maximum light 
and air. The two south wings wil) 
house female patients, the two 
north wings male patients. 

Brick, trimmed with stone, will 
be used on the exterior of the fire- 
proof structure. The architecture 
will be Georgian to harmonize with 
City Hospital across the street. 

The ground floor will be used for 
hydrotherapy, occupational ther- 
apy and related treatment facili- 
ties. On the first floor will be the 
mental clinic, laboratories, nurses’ 
training school and administrative 
offices. In the rear of the same 
floor will be a lecture hall with a 
seating capacity of 150 persons.

MISS EARHART'S LOSS 


Says Obvious Failure of Navi 
gation May Have Been 
Due to Bad Weather. 


By the Associated Press. 


NEW YORK, July 30. — George 
Palmer Putnam last night termed 
the disappearance \of his wife, 
Amelia Earhart, a mystery that 
“may never be explained,” but said 
he still clung to a hope that she 
might be alive on one of the many 
tiny islands in the Pacific Ocean. 


“I cannot bring myself to be- 
lieve she is not alive until it has 
been proved,” he said. 

The publisher declared it was 
“obviously through a failure of 
navigation” that she and her com- 
panion, Fred J. Noonan, never 
reached Howland Island, which was 
their next destination on a round- 
the-world flight. 

Weather May Have Been Bad. 

At the same time he described 
Noonan as an expert at celestial 
nevigation, and suggested that 
overcast weather may have pre- 
vented him from taking sights. 

After consulting with naval and 
other authorities, Putnam said he 
had decided it would be “fruit- 
less” to organize a comprehensive 
search, owing to the vast area 
that would have to be covered. He 
has offered a reward of $2000 for 
any tangible evidence, such as a 
piece of the plane, that would! help 
solve the mystery. 

Returning here from his long 
vigil on the West Coast, Putnam 
set about clear:ng up several mis- 
understandings. To begin with, he 
denied that Miss Earhart was 
urged to make the flight against 
her better judgment. 

“The truth of the matter is,” he 
said, “that she was doing some- 
thing she had wanted to do for 
years.” 

He also declared she had “very, 
swell equipment,” and added: 
“Knowing her innate conservatism, 
I cannot believe that she took off 
from New Guinea unless she was 
satisfied that everything was 
functioning normally. 

“God knows a great many things 
went wrong. How, what, or why, 
I don’t know.” 

Tells of Plane’s Buoyance. 

While conceding it might have 
sank, Putnam asserted the plane 
had a buoyance of 13,000 pounds 
against a dead weight of 8000 
pounds, leaving a plus buoyance of 
5000 pounds. If his wife and 
Noonan were floating on the plane, 
he said they would “of necessity 
be dead long since.” | 

Putnam estimated the flight had 
cost in the neighborhood of $130,- 
000. 
One of the “sad aftermaths of the 
tragedy,” he said, has been the ar- 
rival from time to time of notes 
and pictures mailed by Miss Ear« 
hart at various stopping places. 

These will be incorporated in a 
book, which was to have been 
called “World Flight,” but now 
will be called “Last Flight.” 

After cleaning up his affairs 
here, Putnam said he would return 
to the new home he has built in 
Hollywood.

Charges of violating the Wagner 
labor act, filed against the Missouri- 
Arkansas Coach Lines by 
Brotherhood of Railway Trainmen, 
were heard here yesterday by W. 
P. Webb, of Washington, examiner 
for the National Labor Relations 


Board. 

* ‘The complaint charges the coach 
line with having dismissed five of 
its drivers who joined the train- 
men’s union, and with having used 
its influence to prevent other 
drivers from joining the union and 
to persuade the drivers to join the 
Amalgamated Association of Street 
& Electric Railway & Motor Bus 
Operators, an affiliate of the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor. 

The bus line signed a contract 
with the latter union in June, and 
the union is an intervenor in the 
hearing to protect its contract. 

Paul F. Broderick and Daniel J. 
Leary, of Kansas City, regional at- 
torneys for the Labor Board, rep- 
resented the board. W. L. Vande- 
venter, former U. S. District Attor- 
ney, represents the. coach lines, 

Board attorneys are expected to 
require three days for completion 
of their testimony, and Vandeventer 
said he would have 30 witnesses, 
and would require at least two 
days to present his side. 

Organizer Testifies. 

W. P. Nutter of Kansas City, 
trainmen’s organizer, was the first 
witness. He testified that the 
Brotherhood had obtained “author- 
izations of representation” from 18 
of the 22 drivers between May 6 
and May i8—several weeks before 
the company signed its contract 
with the A. F. of L. affiliate. Armed

Fenn of St. Louis, ris action 
in filing a $150,000 damage suit 
against three members of the State 
Supreme Court's St. Louis Bar Com- 
mittee in connection with 
quiry into Fenn’s professional con- 
duct, was dismissed by the court 
| today. 

In discharging Fenn from the ci- 
tation ordering him to show cause 
why he should not be punished for 
contempt, the court did not pass 


on the merits of the case, pointing 
out that Fenn’s petition for dam- 


for

ages had not been presented. The | 


opinion was written by Judge C. A. 
| Leedy Jr. Other Judges, excepting 
James M. Douglas, not sitting, con- 
curred. 

“Being left in the dark on that 


issue (whether Fenn’s petition con- , 


' stituted contempt) and so unable to 
determine one of the controlling 
facts out of which the alleged con- 
tempt arose,’ the opinion says, “we 
must withhold determination of the 
very important questions of law in- 
volved.” One of the legal questions 
involved was whether a bar discipli- 


suit. 

The decision does not preclude 
further proceedings to have Fenn 
punished for alleged contempt. 

Filing of Damage Suit. 

Filing of the damage suit Jan. 31, 
1936, in St. Louis Circuit Court dis- 
closed that Fenn’s conduct as an 
attorney was under investigation. 
Moreover, it enabled the National 
Pigments & Chemicals Co., a sub- 
sidiary of the National Lead Co., 
which was sued jointly with the 
three Bar Committee members, to 
take depositions and question Fenn 
and a group of lead miners about 


| his activities in representing work- 


men with occupational disease 
| Claims. 
In March, 1936, Fenn dismissed 


the damage suit at his own cost, 
$1435, but only after the chemical 
company had taken depositions over 
a period of several weeks, disclos- 
ing that he had, since 1930, filed 


| 136 occupational disease suits for 


workmen, mostly against the Na- 
tional Lead Co. and its subsidiary. 
Fenn disclaimed any improper con- 
duct, but some of the witnesses tes- 
tified he solicited their claims and 
offered compensation to them for 
soliciting other claims among their 
fellow workmen. Fenn denied this 
specifically. 

The Attorney-General’s applica-

Just out of her teens, she is the 
little old lady of the screen in film 
experience—but not in face or fig- 
ure. 

When one says of this or that 
child star, “She'll be done for at 
16,” anyone with a wish to refute 
them has only to point to Joan, 
who entered the movies literally as 
a babe in arms, continued -in them 
as a child, developed her acting 
ability as a young girl and now as 
a young woman is deep in a new 
screen career. 

“Hearts Aflame” introduced Joan 
to the screen. But the introduction 
was all on the side of her audi- 
ences, for she was only a nine- 
months old babe—the infant inter- 
est in the touching screen epic, 
which loomed as the zenith in the 
sophistication to its stars, Jack 
Clark and Jean Gaunthier. Where 
are those two now, by the way? 

This was the start of career num- 
ber one for Joan and it lasted for 
seven years. During this period 
Joan appeared with most'of the old- 
time stars; with Ethel] Clayton in 
“Young Mrs. Winthrop,” with Mary 
Pickford in “Pollyanna,” “Tess of 
the Storm Country,” “Suds,” and 
“Daddy Longlegs.” At the age of 6 
she acted with Charlie Chaplin in 
“The Bond.” 

In those remote days the studios 
had not discovered the present 
plan of educating the child prodigy 
between scenes on the set. Natural- 
ly, when at the age of 8 it became 
high time for Joan to undergo a 
little schooling; her mother took her 
out of pictures and sent her to 
a boarding academy for little girls. 
And there Joan remained until she 
was 14.

tion” with Greta Garbo. She then 
was loaned to Twentieth Century- 
Fox for “It’s Great To Be Alive,” 
and to play opposite Preston Foster 
in “Three Girls Lost.” 


N THIS film Joan, who was still 
Jin her ‘teens, was made up to play 

the role of a woman of 35, thus 
establishing herself as the screen's 
youngest character actress. 


Subsequently she appeared in 
“Are You Listening,” “Bachelor Af- 
fairs,” with Adolph Menjou, “You're 
Telling Me” with W. C. Fields, and 
in “Anna Karenina,” with Greta 
Garbo. In addition she did “Many 
Happy Returns” with Guy Lom- 
bardo, George Burns and Gracie 
Allen, and “We’re Rich Again” with 
Edna May Oliver. 


Thereby ending career number 
two for Joan—who was still under 
20. 

Nobody knows why Joan stepped 
out of Hollywood right after the 
last picture. She was popular with 
the fans, she had her pick of good 
roles, everything a young actress 
could desire in the way of a prom- 
ising career. But Joan wasn’t sat- 
isfied and set off on a personal 
appearance tour that was intended 
to last four weeks, and which 
stretched through 32. 

In her own words she made “a 
barnstorming tour,” playing in the 
key cities of the country, but she 
also did her songs and comedy bits 
in villages that lacked even a the- 
ater. There she appeared in tents, 
and even in the open air on a tem- 
porary stage, with benches spread 
out fanwise, and to the accompani- 
ment of an eager if inadequate lo- 
cal orchestra. 

Perhaps it was just Joan’s way 


of growing up. After all, pictures 
had supplied the fabric of most of 
her young life. Her world had 
theretofore been wholly bounded by 
the life of the studios. She had 
mimed so long and so successfully 
that she had forgotten to be her- 
self. She had lost touch with ac- 
tual living. 

Joan had been a movie baby and 
a movie child. Now she was a 
young woman, and she proposed to 
find and investigate the world be- 
hind the studio gates. 


“I felt like a poor fish leaving 
his aquarium at first,’’ she explains.

FTER the tour was completed, 
Asean returned to Hollywood.

That was in Decem- 
ber, 1935. 


But when Joan did “Brilliant 
Marriage” and “Dancing Feet,” she 
found that she still wasn’t satis- 
fied. On the tour she had come to 
believe that she had that gift called 
a “voice.” She decided that what 
she wanted was to sing in pictures, 
and yet she was wise enough to 
understand that no singer can last 
for long without the proper train- 
ing. Joan's voice was pleasant; it 
had charm and vivacity and a sur- 
prisingly wide range, but she knew 
that she lacked experience. 


All her life Joan had depended on 
her mother, who had always been 
on shand to take care of contracts, 
and Joan’s fan mail, and to per- 
form the thousand-and-one details 
that occupy a great portion of the 
time of a screen star. 


Joan concluded that she should 
write a declaration of independence. 
She decided that she wanted to be 
entirely on her own. During the 
many years of her screen career, 
a trust fund had been accumulat- 
ing in Joan’s favor. Every penny 
that had come to her as a baby, a 
child and as a young woman ac- 
tress had been salted away. This 
young woman, therefore, at an age 
when most girls think about mar- 
riage or securing a job, was finan- 
cially independent, as a result of 
her own previous efforts. 

Joan evolved a+tremarkable plan 
to convince herself that she could 
make good on her own. The fact 
that she had been making good 
in the movies for longer than most 
stars dream of did not occur to 
her. What she meant by making 
good was to start out as the aver- 
age youngster of her own age, go 
to another city, and there carve 
out a fresh career. 

The objections to this plan were 
as clear to Joan as they were to 
her mother. But she had made up 
her mind. She drew $200 from her 
trust, and with this tucked away 
in her purse, and carrying only a 
couple of overnight bags, she set 
out for New York to conquer fame 


anew. 

Joan set her course on radio suc- 
cess — she wished to become a 
singer.

Dear Mrs. Post: 

S IT considered more polite for 
|: gentleman to stand aside to let 

a strange lady enter an elevator 
first, and what is he supposed to 
do about letting ladies get off first 
when the elevator reaches the main 
floor? And is your same answer 
true of any elevator? (b) Also, 
when I go out with my half grown 
son and older men stand aside for 
me to get in the elevator first, what 
is my son supposed to do—follow 
me and say thank you to the gen- 
tlemen or wait for them to go 
next? I have been finding it very 
confusing to explain all these dif- 
ferent situations satisfactorily to 
my son. 

Answer: (a) In all public build- 
ings where many people are wait- 
ing to be packed into one elevator, 
no one stands aside for any one 
ever. In an apartment house where 
comparatively few people are wait- 
ing for the elevator a gentleman 
would certainly wait for all ladies 
to go first. When people leave an 
elevator, usually they get off in 
whichever order they happen to 
be standing. (b) If the elevator is 
almost empty, gentlemen naturally 
wait for you to go first, and your 
son should of course wait to go 
after iadies and older gentlemen.
